Sir Leslie Munroe, the special 
representative of the U.N. on the 
question of Hungary, revealed 
Friday he has recommended to 
the United Nations General Com- 
mittee that the problem be "con- 
sidered again. Speaking at the 
closing banquet of the McGill 
Conference on World Affairs in 
Redpath Hall, he explained to 
one hundred student delegates 
that If the General Committee 
accepts the recommendation the 
matter is then Included in the 
General Assembly agenda. 

' He declared that it is extremely 
important that the U.N. examine 
the Hungary question again be- 
cause TCussia has persistently vio- 
lated all former promises to re- 
move troops from the country and 
to stop executions. "The very 
least we of the Western World 
can do", he said, "is talk about 
the situation .... we owe it to the 
people of Hungary". 

Sir Leslie revealed that his re- 
peated demands to visit Hungary 
In order to report to the U.N. 
have been rejected. He added : 
"Eventually Russia will no longer 
be responsible to the U.N. for its 
actions in Hungary if we allow 
this situation to continue." 

He stated that while tensions 
have lessened to a degree in Eu- 
rope, there has been a significant 
increase in tension in Asia. Along 
with the rift between Russia and 
the West, he said, there li the 
growing division between the de- 



fi 



vcloped and undeveloped coun 
tries 6f the world. 

He also discussed the contra- 
dictions in- the Communist policy 
regarding aggression and negotia- 
tion. He emphasized this by list- 
ing several aggressive acts of 
Communist China's government 
which violated promises made by 
Russia to engage in peaceful ne- 
gotiation. 

Ho stated that the main pur- 
pose of any negotiation now 
should be disarmament and that 
an agreement, lf.it is to be effec- 
tive, must include Red China. Sir 
Leslie does not believe that Red 
China must be in the U.N. to 
carry out successful negotiations. 
He added : "I fall to sec how a 
government which has brutally 
repressed the Tibetans, violated 
the frontiers of India, perpetuat- 
ed the division of Korea, is entitl- 
ed to the description of peace-lov- 
ing and so to admission to the

About twenty-five million dol- 
lars in federal- grants for Que 
bee universities has accumulat- 
ed in Ottawa since 1956, includ- 
ing six million dollars destined 
for McGill. 

TREMENDOUS EXPANSION 

In his speech at Windsor, 
Principal James said that he ex- 
pects Canadian university enroll- 
ment to double by 1965 and tri- 
ple by 1970. "Thè shortage of 
trained university teachers is 
another problem which will hqve 
to bo solved with the increase in 
expansion," he said. "A great gap 
exists in trained personnel who 
graduated during tho depression 
and war years, and even since 
the war, university salaries have 
not kept pace with those in go- 
vernment and industry." 

The Principal pointed out that 
the maximum number of students 
McGill can accommodate Is about 
9500. Enrollment has Increased 
from 3000 in 1938 to 7900 today. 
"A university of larger size cea- 
ses to provide that intimate inter-

leaving exams is an important 
factor. This is especially true in 
Ontario, mainly because of the 
large number of graduating stu- 
dents the Department of Educa- 
tion has to handle each year. The 
principal added that McGill has 
been experimenting with college 
entrance board examinations, 
which are used in the United Sta- 
tes. Written in January or Fe- 
bruary, they make results avai- 
lable in March. 



Meanwhile Federal Finance 
Minister Donald Fleming, speak-, 
ing in Quebec City, raised hopes 
that the Federal and Provincial 
governments will soon agree on 
a new plan enabling Quebec 
Universities to receive federal 
grants. Speaking to a group of 
Laval University commerce stu- 
dents, Mr. Fleming expressed 
Ottawa's determination to solve 
the grants problem "in a fair 
manner so as to remove once and 
for all this cause of friction bet- 
ween Quebec and Ottawa.' 1 

OBSERVERS OPTIMISTIC 

Observers believe Mr.' Fle- 
ming's determined attitude and 
his remark that his meeting with 
Premier Sauve had helped in 
"clarifying" the latter's proposal, 
indicate that the controversy 
may be near a solution. Some 
think the solution will involve 
imposition of a new provincial 
tax — possibly a corporation tax 
— with the Ottawa government 
agreeing to make the tax deduc- 
tible. The new tax would pro- 
vide revenue for statutory pro- 
vincial grants to universities. 

Mr. Fleming emphasized that 
the federal government reco- 
gnizes that education under the 
BNA Act is exclusively a matter 
for provincial jurisdiction. "As 
long as the present government 
is in power, never will any at- 
tempt be made to -encroach on 
this exclusively provincial field," 
he declared. 




Last year all first year McGill 
students took, the tests, and the 
results were compared with pro- 
vincial and McGill entrance 
exams. Although the results of the 
experiment are still incomplete, 
Dr. James indicated that McGill 
Is likely, to adopt some sort of 
preliminary examination to ena- 
ble the university to select can- 
didates early in the year. He also 
revealed that Canadian universi- 
ties are contemplating a central 
admissions office to eliminate 
some of the duplication of paper 
work at the schools. 

RUSSIA MENTIONED 

Commenting on his recent visit 
to the Soviet Union, Principal Ja- 
mes remarked that the Russian 
university student works a great 
deal harder than his North Ame- 
rican counterpart. He has writ- 
ten a book about his tour of So- 
viet educational institutions which 
will be published soon by the Uni- 
versity of Toronto Press under the 
title "Impressions of the USSR". 
"We are in a period In which eve- 
ry society in nlmost every coun- 
try realizes the importance of uni- 
versity education." he declared.

This year what appears to be a near-record number 
of candidates have been nominated to contest the eleven 
posts of faculty representative on the S.E.C. Never be- 
fore can we recall a time when there were so few accla- 
mations, and so many people running for the remaining 
Beats. We hope this is an indication of increased student 
interest in student affairs. 

But an increased number of candidates also poses 
problems. Several weeks ago the Daily commented that 
eleven seats on the Council would be "up for grabs . The 
reason, we said, was that the campus electorate tended 
to be uninformed, and thus many people often won by 
sheer fluke. If the electorate remains uninformed this 
year the situation will be even worse. With so many can- 
didates running, a split" vote between two capable per- 
sons may allow an incompetent person- to win. People 
planning to exercise their right to vote this Thursday 
must do plenty of thinking about the situation now. 

Firstly, the voter must realize that an S.E.C. elect- 
ion is not a popularity contest. Just because you are a 
friend of one of the candidates doesn't mean you should 
vote for him (or her). And don't vote for someone just 
because you feel no one else will. The S.E.C. is the su- 
preme student government on this campus. It controls 
an annual budget of some $160,000. Many times during 
the course of the year, the new Council . will be called 
upon to make policy decisions which will in the long run 
affect every McGill student. The candidate required to 
do the job must be a clear-thinking, independent person. 
He must be prepared to say and vote for what. he thinks 
right, and not be bulldozed by some other member or 
group to vote the way that member or group wishes. 
While representing a particular faculty or school, he 
must vote for the general, overall good of the student 
bodv. and not for any particular vested interest. 

To choose such a candidate f torn the myriad of those 
nominated will be no mean task. Peruse the platforms 
and pensketches carefully. Do not be influenced by the 
names of any campus "wheel", present or past, who 
happens to sign a particular pensketch. Often this means 
only that the signer is a friend of the candidate or just 
happened to be asked first to sign that particular pen- 
sketch. Instead, examine the record of each candidate. If 
he was or is an executive on such-and-such organization, 
inquire from more than one member of that group just 
how well he performed his task. Examine very carefully 
the candidate's pensketch. Does he have any con- 
crete ideas to put forth? If so, are they sound ? 
Does the lack of any concrete ideas indicate the 
candidate is an unthinking person and that he 
had nothing to say, or does it mean that he will 
carry out his job as S.E.C. representative to the best of 
his ability, making decisions only when he has learned 
all the facts and listened to the discussion of the pros 
and cons when the subject was I -ought up at Council? 

To answer the last question ;i prospective voter will 
no doubt have a difficult time. This is why the Daily 
recommended that retiring council members take it upon 
themselves to make sure that the candidates in their own 
faculties were introduced impartially to as many voters 
as possible. So far, we have seen no move to even attempt 
to carry but our suggestions. (Perhaps this is an indica- 
tion of the interest shown by. the retiring members in 
ensuring that their places are filled with competent per- 
sons.) In fact, the only person who seems to be doing 
anything in the direction of our suggestions is the Pre- 
sident, who has arranged that all S.E.C. candidates be 
introduced at the Students' Society meeting next Wed- 
• nesday. Make it a point to be there. After the meeting 
make sure you meet personally those candidates running 
for your faculty or school. Question them carefully so 
that you know in your own mind who will be the best 
representative for you. 

Only by doing this will you be properly fulfilling 
your. duty as a stiident voter.
